Mauacadui, Venezuela, May 16.— 
Colonel Villafane's camp, in the heart of 
the Andes, was blown into atoms with 
dynamite by tho insurgents. Colonel 
Gnujoe, once an oxiiert engineer in the 
i -nice of Gennnn railroad builders of 
Caracas, fired tin* charm). 

After the bring of the mino the in- 
surgents swept down upon what was 
left of the 216 government troojis that 
Occupied it. and pnt them to death.

lour Men Injurtnl la uu AflTruy at frank* 
Coi l, Ky. 

Franki-wt, May 1 8. —A terrible street 
duel, in which four men were injure*!, 
took place near tho Louisville and Nash- 
ville depot Friday night. Charles Ow- 
ens olighted from a Louisville und Nash- 
ville train and started uptown, when J. 
T. Johnston, c 1 Pieneureville, Henry 
county, drew his’ revolver. 

Owens niitieiiiuted tlie move mid shout- 
eil to tlie crowd to stand back. At tlie 
stuns time lie drew bis revolver. John- 
ston find mid < )weus fell. Johnston then 
dodged behind a telegraph pile, and be- 
gan firing, 

Owens was game and returned sliot 
for shot. Bystanders finally stopped tlie 
shooting. Seven shots were find, and 
when tlie smoke cleared away tour men 
wen- found injured. 

Owens and Anthony Lcitch, a bystand- 
er, were shot in* the groin. It is fearod 
tbiir intestines were perforated. John- 
ston was sliot through the wrist wbilo 
bo stoixl behind tlie pole. Judge Jett, 
wiio seperatod the men, was shot in tho 
hand. 

Tho trouble is duo to Johnston's inti- 
maev with Owens’ wife. Mrs. Owens 
sued for divorce for desertion and ob- 
.tainod a doer.*. this woe*. Owens and 
Lcitch may die.

— Charles 
Owens, ono of tire principals in a street 
duel, is still alive and doing well. It de- 
veiojis that he had lx.cn waiting to kill 
Johnson for some time, but when the 
O|iportuuity came he was not quick 
enough.

Instantly a knife was drawn by Hew- 
let. Searlx-rry pulled a razor. Hewlet 
received several cuts ucroas tlie alxlo- 
tuou, and Searbcrry was cut in the head 
and shunlder. They stopiied fighting 
only when they were exhausted. Fatal 
results is loured for both.

miners lost their' livw. 

Float of Ihc men wore working 1,000 
and 2 , (Mid feet from the ojicuing when 
tlm explosion occurred, and there is no 
doubt iu tlx. minds of the miners or tin 
coiiipaiij J s oil’cidL tliut every man \va- 
inslantlv killol. 

The Iloalyn mine is one of the largest 
in the state, and h is u ca;vicity of 20,000 
tons a day. 

Manager Kanglcv, of tho ItonJyn 
ultis. says tlw explosion was cunscil by 
gas, which was probably lighted by a 
match or tlie carisess rise ot a lamp. 
The true cause ol Uie aceiiteut will 
never lie dofiniMy known, as no one es- 
caped to t< 11 the i dory. 

Many of the miisa s iiupri.otKxl arc 
marriixi and their widows clamor uildlv 
olKiut tlie cj trauoc to the shij"-. Miuiy 
of the families are entirely d. -tit-ate. 

Tin’ slop- is 2.0*10 fiet long, und bus 
s'ver.il lev. 1 or cross c-tita. w hiili iuter- 
wet tho slojx) horizontally at light 
angles. In oiicniug some of these levels 
it w impossible to get air circulating 
through them until vhe work of owning 
the level is completed. 

Tlio slope ilipnoil at nn angle of 20 do- 
L-rtas and was six loot high ami conrtocn 
f.stt wide. The levels are eight feet 
square. 

Bcveii hundmV miners are at work 
rescuing tlie bodies, only a few of 
which have been recovered. All were 
terribly brui-e 1 niul indicating death 
histuutuneou -. Tho floor of tlie city 
hall was converted into a morgue. The 
rescued bodies were viewed by crowd i. 

A sail feature of the di.ysioi is that a 
large proportion of the victims leave 
huge familcs, and n ? they have not had 
over two days’ work per week the past 
year, many of them are in straitened 
circumstances. The sccnos about the 
mouth of Uie tdopo were ks! in the ex- 
*romo, men, women ajnl cliildrou staud- 
u .g alxnit in a dazed condition; jiitifui 
lamentations of the negroes add to the 
horrors. 

Tlie explosion occurred just as two 
gangs were shifting. Two boys iu the 
the tunnel escajicd, but they are iboonly 
ones. 

In conversation Bnperintaidont 'Har- 
rison said that iu bis opinion tlie ex- 
plosion occurred either iu the sixth level 
west, or iti the seventh level east, and 
bis theory i-i that mine of the miners 
struck a drill hole full of gas and water, 
tho former forcing the latter out and 
bringing it in contact with tlie miners' 
pimps. Ho iu convinced that every 
miner who was at work ou either of tho 
three level;, at tho time of the explosion 
is dead. The teslit-s recovered are 
burned, and in some instances charred. 

Others show that death resulted sim- 
ply from concussion. It npiiears that 
those who us-i-c on the upper k-vels sus- 
tained greater mutilati >n tlinn those 
lower down. The rolief work still cou- 
ti lines anil tlio miners are making evoiy 
effort to recover the bodies of tlio deoil. 
It is thought that the hiwer levels are 
tree from fire, from the fact that the in- 
terior air is growing purer houriy.

Drtmth 
has seriously iiflectixl tlio crop iu some 
states, in others it is reported to bo in 
excellent oouditiqti. The total yiold 
will be less than last year.

Corn has suffered from tlie late spring 
in the groat eom-growiug states, but 
more particularly from continuous mid 
heavy ruins. In some stat s tlie plowing 
is not half done, while iu others it has 
not oven been begun. Still, if good 
weather should come at once, there 
would be an average acreage und yield. 

W licit. 

Of the great wheat-growing stats* 
South Dakota ia the only him. that pro- 
vides a large crop. In Minnesota three 
weeks of cold ruin liavo made the pros- 
pects of fhe huiYcst far from flattering. 
Similar conditions liavo prcA’iiilod f In 
W isoonsin in n less degree, ami tho out- 
look for a huge crop is not gixsl. 

Wusliingtou has onjoyevl good 
weather, and though North Dakota lias 
had a wet spring, it is confident of a 
good cron.

Ohjoct* of tho Society. 

^ Away down on tho east couet of Flor- 
ida, 900 miles south of St. Augnstino, is 
flio pretty little settlement of Cocounnt 
Grove. it is situated on tlie banks of 
Biscay ne bay, ono of tho loveliest sheets 
of water for winter cruising mul fishing 
that it is possible to concoive of for 
tlioso who nro not nfrnid to go beyond 
the daily mails and telegraph wires, for 
nt present there are no railroads or 
steamboats, not even n wagon road, con- 
necting us with tho outside world— anil- 
boats only, bnt plenty of those, and good 
ones, too, which is very necessary, as the 
nearest market or sourco of supply is 
Key West, 150 miles to tho south. 

Of course there is a hotel, postofllco, 
store and Sunday school building, 
which, with tho liUcayne Bay Yacht 
Hub house, tho various winter residences 
of llio northorn yachtsmen and the pret- 
ty littlo houses of tho pineapple growers 
and coconnut planters of tho kcy-3, each 
built according to its ownor's fancy or 
means, anil set in tho midst of coconnut, 
lime, orango, banana and guava trees, 
form a most attractive picture, to which 
Uiay Ik) added the over changing lifo of 
tlie bay, tho coming and going of tho 
yachts, tho arrival and departure of the 
inailbonts and freight schooners. But 
If tho place is attractive, very much 
inoro are tlie pooplo who have helped 
make it, and this is especially so of tho 
women, whose husbands nml eons are 
the RiKnigors, wreckers, carpenters and 
boatmen of tho reef, when not engaged 
In truck farming or pineapple raising. 

it is to these women and their club — 
a housekeeper's club— that 1 wish to in- 
troduce my readors. A woman's work- 
ing club in every sense of the word, with 
uti attending membership of twenty and 
a correspondence membership of ten, the 
latter residents of New York, Boston, 
Sau Francisco, Brookly n, Staton Island 
and Key West. 

To most of the women born and 
brought up on the keys of tho reef or in 
Key West, and of English parentage— 
for tho majority of tho settlors camo 
originally from tho Bahamas — the ex- 
perience of belonging to n hjciety, how- 
ever simple, for women only, was a nov- 
elty. Although "our club" is now a 
frequent and proud expression among 
them, and lnomber, in talking it ovor 
with hor husband, assured him that tl.<> 
“bylaws of her club were as well made 
and just as binding ns those concocted 
in tho capitol nt Tallahassee." 

And so they aro to the faithful band 
of women who gather every Thursday 
afternoon in tho littlo Sunday school 
building, and join heart and hand in 
helping each other to enjoy and im- 
prove tho two hours a week rescued 
from their household cares. For nearly 
every member is a mother, not of one, 
but in several cases of eight and ten 
children, with no ono to assist in tho 
daily mid hourly work attending such a 
household, so that tho first rulo made 
and rigidly onforceil, “No babies allow- 
ed at tho meetings,” is a genuine relief.
